Notice to Overseers of the Poor. 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the cities and several towns 
in Merrimack County: 


Your attention is directed to an Act of 1897, in amend- 
ment of Section 6 of Chapter 83 of the Public Statutes 
of New Hampshire, as follows, viz. : 


“No town shall be liable for the support of any person, 
unless he, or the person under whom he derives his set- 
tlement, shall have wholly gained a settlement therein 
during the ten years last preceeding the date of applica- 
tion for support.”’ 


Also Sections 2, 5 and 6 of Chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, as follows: : 


Sec. 2. The County Commissioners may make need- 
ful orders and regulations for the removal of county pau- 
pers to the county poor farm, or any other place by them 
designated ; and no town shall be entitled to compensation 
for the support of a county pauper after notice of and neg- 
lect to comply with such order. 

Src. 5. The Overseers of the Poor shall take and 
transmit to the County Commissioners, within thirty days 
after the expenditures were made, the affidavit of every 
pauper on whose account they were made, if the pauper 
is capable, otherwise of some well informed person, as to 
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the pauper’s age, place of birth, places of residence, time 
of residence in each place, and the time when and the place 
where he or any of his family have been relieved or sup- 
ported. 


Src. 6. It shall be the duty of the County Commis- 
sioners to contract with the Overseers of the Poor of a 
town for the support of any county paupers therein who 
have resided for a long time or have local associations in 
such town and desire to remain there, if it is thought 
best to do so, and the cost of such support w¢// not exceed 
one dollar and fifty cents a week for each pauper. 


We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, Sec- 
tions 9, 10, 11, and request you to see that the provisions 
of said statutes are complied with before furnishing aid 
at the expense of the county. 
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PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


Src. 9. Whenever any person resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota in this state and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States in the War of the 
Rebellion and who received an honorable discharge, not 
being under guardianship or legal restraint, shall become 
poor and unable to provide maintenance for himself and 
dependent family, such person, his wife, widow or minor 
children, or such of the children as are unable to main- 
tain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or 
any such place, other than a town or county almshouse, 
as the overseers of the poor or county commissioners shall 
deem right or proper, but no person shall receive aid 
under the provisions of this section unless he hasresided in 
this state three years or more before making application 
for such aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor 
to an extent which shall render him incapable of work- 
ing at his usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid 
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under the provisions of this section shall sell any article 
furnished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liq- 
uors, nor share any such aid with any persons other than 
those above named as being entitled to the benefit of these 
provisions. Any person receiving aid under the pro- 
visions of this section, who receives a pension from the 
United States government, shall, while receiving such aid, 
apply the pension to the support of himself and depend- 
ent family and shall, when requested, furnish to the over- 
seers of the poor or county commissioners satisfactory 
proof that such pension has been so applied. Any per- 
son applying for such aid shall, when requested, furnish 
to the county commissioners or the overseers of the poor 
the certificate of a reputable physician, resident in the 
county in which he lives, as to the incapacity on his 
part to perform manual labor. Neglect by any person 
applying for or receiving aid under the provisions of this 
section to comply with the foregoing provisions and con- 
ditions shall relieve the town or county liable for such 
person’s support from the provisions of this section so far 
as such person is concerned, and such person may be 
supported at the town or county almshouse. 

Src. 10. The expense of support furnished under the 
provisions of the preceeding section shall be kept and 
reported in a separate account under the head of ‘“‘Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,’’ and 
not inthe general pauper account, but shall be recover- 
able of the person, town or county liable therefor as in 
other cases.* 

Sec. ll. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid under the provisions of section 9 of this chapter, 








*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from the 
engrossed bill. Sueh references are made to it in the engrossed bill that it is 
evident the legislature intended it should be a part of the law. 
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who is eligible for admission, to make application for 
admission to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case 
he has no family or settled place of abode, whenever in 
their discretion they deem it best; and if such person 
refuses to make such application, or if admitted refuses 
to go to said Soldiers’ Home, the county or town shall 
be relieved from the provisions of the preceeding sections 
so far as such person is concerned, and he may be sup- 
ported at the county or town almshouse. 


AID TO PERSONS QUARANTINED. 


It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family 
when quarantined on account of scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., by reason of its being deprived of the opportunity to 
earn wages, or from other causes, and to provide for 
which the following law was enacted by the legislature, 
and approved March 11, 1899. 


Src. 1. Whenever any person or family is placed in 
quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public 
against smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other 
dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, it shall be the 
duty of said board to assist such person or family while 
in quarantine in such manner as in the judgment of the 
board may be deemed wise or necessary. 


Src. 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part 
thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed 
a legitimate expenditure for the protection of the public 
health and shall be charged to the account of incidental 
expenses, but not to any indigent or pauper account ; nor 
shall such expenditure be construed to mean a public aid 
to the person or persons so quarantined and assisted, 
unless such person or persons are already paupers as 
defined by the Public Statutes. 
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[= The law would seem to solve, in a thoroughly satis- 
factory way, a question which heretofore has been con- 
siderable of a problem in some localities. The entire 
matter is left to the judgment of the local board of health, 
and whatever aid the board may deem to be wise and 
necessary to extend to the families in question must be 
paid by the town and charged up as provided for in sec- 
tion 2. 
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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County - 


The Commissioners of Merrimack County herewith 
submit the annual report of county commissioners, 
treasurer, superintendent of the farm and house of correc- 
tion, clerk of the supreme court, sheriff, jailer, solicitor, 


farm physician and auditors for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1902. 


JAIL. 


The addition to the jail, the contract for which was 
signed Dec. 9, 1901, was not ready for occupancy until 
Oct. 20, 1902. The delegation appropriated $5,000 for 
the construction of the building. We advertised for bids 
in the local papers and received three. Danforth & 
Forrest of Concord were the lowest bidders, and built 
the addition for $3,630.70. 

The delegation at a later meeting appropriated $5,000 
for the furnishing of twelve steel cells. We wrote several 
parties who manufacture this class of goods and received 
two bids the lowest of which came from The Pauly Jail 
Building and Manufacturing Co. of St. Louis. 

The cells are of the latest and most approved design 
in every particular. There are six cells on either side, 
one or all of which can be opened and closed by a lever

from the jailer’s corridor without coming in contact with 
the prisoners. We consider this the best equipped and 
safest jail in the state. The sanitary arrangements and 
ventilation are of the latest approved design. ‘The floor 
is of granite one foot in thickness laid in cement mortar ; 
on top of which is four inches of cement concrete, 
which makes a very smooth floor and one easy to be kept 
clean. 

The contract price for the building, steel cells and 
piping for heat, etc., was $8,893.68. Buildings, fence, 
grading around the building together with some small 
changes in the sanitary department cost $162.33 above 
the first contract price, making the total amount paid out 
for the entire construction $9,056.01, leaving a balance of 
$943.99 in the hands of the treasurer. 


THE NEW ALMSHOUSE. 


Ata meeting of the delegates of Merrimack County, 
March 4, 1902, it was voted to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) including 
money received from insurance, to build and furnish a 
new almshouse to replace the one burned. 

Mr. Oliver was selected to make the plans. The com- 
missioners then called for bids. ‘The lowest of the three 
received was Danforth & Forrest’s, but all were rejected 
on account of exceeding the appropriation. 

The commissioners then suggested changes that might 
be made in the plans to bring the cost down, and called a 
special meeting of the county delegates for June 4, 1902, 
at which time the proposed changes were explained to 
them. After discussing the matter at some length it 
was decided by the convention to make an additional 
appropriation of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) and 
leave the matter to the commissioners to make what 
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changes they thought best. After studying the plans, 
they decided that some things could be left out of the 
original plans without detriment to the building, and 
again asked for bids to build and complete the building 
according to the changed plans and specifications. Of 
the bids received, Danforth & Forrest’s was the lowest, 
thirty-six thousand, six hundred and thirty ($36,630, ) 
two thousand sixty ($2,060) less than their first bid, and 
the contract was given to them. 

The building is nearly completed, and will be ready 
for occupancy by the first of February. 

The building for the laundry (which was the unani- 
mous opinion of the delegation should be placed in the 
rear of the main building) has not yet been built, but we 
already have plans and specifications forsame. To build 
one of brick, one story, 25x30, will cost five hundred fifty 
($550) and we have proposals to equip the same in run- 
ning order with modern machinery, for eight hundred 
and sixteen dollars ($816.) 

When this is completed we shall have one of the best 
institutions of the kind in the state. 

The W. C. T. U. of Franklin still continue to visit the 
inmates of almshouse and by the many ways they try 
to interest them, and their kind remembrances they add 
greatly to the pleasure of those not so fortunate as them- 
selves, for which we wish to return our sincere thanks. 

We wish to return our thanks to the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, for their recommendations 
and suggestions in reference to the new almshouse at _ 
North Boscawen. One of the most important was the 
erection of the laundry outside, in the rear of the main 
building. 

The services of Mr. and Mrs. Eaton have been retained 
for the past year and we consider that the county was 
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very fortunate in securing such kind and able officials. 
Their assistants have remained about the same. 

The production of the farm has increased very 
materially, and we are satisfied that the institution has 
been well managed.

H. C. Holbrook, M. D., of Penacook has continued to 
administer to the wants of the afflictedat the farm. It is 
our purpose to furnish good medical attendance, and 
nurses for this class of unfortunates. 


COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM THE FARM. 


The aid furnished the poor at their homes has increased 
the past year. There are many if they were willing to 
go to the farm that we are satisfied would have very 
much better care than is possible for them at home. 

We wish to thank the overseers of the poor for their 
co-operation, for the above class of poor come directly 
under your care.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of the County of Merrimack:— 


GENTLEMEN:—I submit the following report of the 
office of County Solicitor for the year 1902. 

At the April term thirty-seven indictments and and at 
the October term twenty-four were returned by the Grand 
Jury.

On October 23, 1901, Nancy J. Folsom was found 
unconscious by the side of the ‘‘Cat Hole’’ road in 
Boscawen with her skull crushed in and died the same 
evening without regaining consciousness. 
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Investigation showed that she had been murderously 
assaulted. 

A special Grand Jury was convened by the court on 
November 7th, and the Grand Jurors returned an indict- 
ment against George H. Greenleaf of murder in the first 
degree for the killing of Mrs. Folsom. 

Charles F. Flanders, Esq., and N. E. Martin, Esq., were 
assigned by the court as counsel for the respondent. 

On motion of the respondent the Venue was changed 
to Belknap county and the trial was held at Laconia, 
beginning Monday, February 3, 1902, and the case was 
submitted to the jury the next Saturday night, and 
Monday morning a verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree was returned by the jury, and the respondent was 
sentenced to be executed February 13, 1905. 

Numerous exceptions were taken by the respondent’s 
counsel during the trial, and on December 30, 1902, the 
supreme court handed down an opinion setting aside the 


verdict, and the case now stands for re-trial in the 


superior court for Belknap county. 

There were no criminal trials at the April term of 
court. At the October term, one Tillman Melanson was 
tried for larceny from the person and acquitted. 

One Henry Strickland, was tried for over-driving a 
horse and resulted in a disagreement of the jury. One 
respondent was committed to jail for the term of ten 
months, one for eight months and two for six months and 
one for three months and two for one month. 

Six have been sentenced to pay one or more fines for 
the violation of the liquor law. 


Two suits have been brought against the county ; one 


by the town of Loudon, and one by the town of Danbury 
to recover expenses for paupers quarantined by the board 
of Health in the respective towns. 
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As the liability of the county was in doubt under 
Chapter 100, Sec. 2 of the session law of 1899 and the 
facts also were questioned, each case was tried and as the 
facts were the same in each case, the suit of Loudon 
against the county was transferred to the supreme court 
to settle the question of the county’s liability and the 
court held that the county should pay for the necessary 
support of the persons in quarantine. 

There are no other suits pending by, or against the 
county.
